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ATV/UTVMoped Ordinance Discussed at Bardwell Meeting 


First Annual Arlington Applefest 
Discussed at Council Meeting

The Bardwell City council 
met in regular session on 
September 10, 2012, and 
the meeting began with the 
approval of the previous 
meeting's minutes and the 
financial report. 

In the monthly bills it was 
reported that the city police 
car was paid off, and the 
fire truck was six payments 
away from being paid off 

In the Purchase Area De¬ 
velopment District (PADD) 
report, Bardwell Mayor 
Philip King reported that 
the information for the gen¬ 
erator grant will be adver¬ 
tised for bids in the Carlisle 
Weekly and a date for open¬ 
ing bids will be set soon 
after. 

In the water tank report, it 
was reported that the water 
tank grant had to be 
amended from $111,000 to 
$104,000 due to the initial 
work that was promised to 
be done and was not com¬ 
pleted by the Caldwell Tank 
Company. City Utilities 
Manager Robin Phelps re¬ 
viewed the punch list of du¬ 


ties that were promised, and 
found a number of items on 
that list that were not com¬ 
pleted. Bardwell Mayor 
Philip King told the council 
that the remainder of the 
money that is due to Cald¬ 
well will not be paid, along 
with the amount of money 
that supervisor Jeff Oakley 
is due, until all work on the 
water tower has been com¬ 
pleted. 

The Bardwell City Coun¬ 
cil next discussed the vi¬ 
cious dog ordinance. The 
discussion was started at 
last month's meeting, and 
the council reviewed ordi¬ 
nances from Paducah and 
other cities. Mayor King 
told the council that the cur¬ 
rent vicious dog ordinance 
needs to be simplified and 
more pet owner friendly. 
The new ordinance would 
focus on non-provoked dog 
attacks and not on specific 
breeds of dog. A draft of the 
new ordinance will be writ¬ 
ten and submitted to the 
council for review. 

Another item of business 
that will be submitted for 
review is surplus sales on 


equipment that the City of 
Bardwell is not using, along 
with properties in the city. 
Amongst those items that 
will be placed up for bid 
will be two generators, and 
up to six lots that the City of 
Bardwell holds liens on. 
Those properties had their 
unkempt and dilapidated 
properties torn down by the 
city, and to recoup those 
costs of cleanup and taxes 
that were not paid over the 
years, the city will compile 
a list and have those prop¬ 
erties sold. A truck that was 
being considered for sur¬ 
plus was elected to be re¬ 
paired and used by the city 
for additional years instead 
of having to buy a new ve¬ 
hicle. Councilmembers will 
receive a list of those sur¬ 
plus items as well, review 
them and place them in the 
Carlisle Weekly for bid. 

A second reading of the 
motor vehicle and property 
tax for 2013 was passed 
unanimously. There was no 
increase in that tax from the 
previous year. 

Mayor King gave the 
council an update on the 


new building that is being 
built on Front Street. Elec¬ 
trical work is being com¬ 
pleted by the city, the roof 
is being placed on the 
building and bricks are lin¬ 
ing the outside of the build¬ 
ing by Mark Case. All of 
the invoices for work com¬ 
pleted are being submitted 
and paid for through the 
city's insurance policy. 

An ATV, UTV, Go Cart, 
and Moped ordinance was 
discussed. After discussion 
the council decided that all 
of the aforementioned vehi¬ 
cles will need licensed driv¬ 
ers, insurance on the 
vehicles, Bardwell City 
stickers and can only be op¬ 
erated in city limits during 
daylight hours. A draft of 
that ordinance was also 
going to be sent to council 
members for review. 

With there being no fur¬ 
ther business, the Septem¬ 
ber 10, 2012, Bardwell City 
Council meeting adjourned. 


The City of Arlington had 
their monthly meeting on 
Monday, September 10, 
2012. Mayor Bobby McGee 
welcomed everyone in atten¬ 
dance, and the Pledge of Al¬ 
legiance was recited by all 
present. 

Last month's minutes were 
approved, and the treasury re¬ 
port was given by Secretary 
Anita Lambert. The sewer 
and water departments are 
doing well, and $5,800 was 
added to the road fund. One 
of the city's CDs is coming 
due on the 14th of the month. 

The motion was made and 
seconded to approve bills for 
the month. 

In the cemetery report, it 
was decided to contact some¬ 
one for stump grinding after 
two trees were recently re¬ 
moved. 

Jada Burgess stated that all 
was going well in the sanita¬ 
tion report. 

She also gave a report about 
the upcoming Arlington 
Apple Festival. There has 
been a lot of good feedback 
about it, and a schedule of 
events is as follows: There 
will be food vendors avail¬ 
able from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
9:00 a.m. - Citizens Deposit 


Bank is sponsoring a Relay 
for Life 5K mn. 

Kids' games, inflatables and 
face painting will start at 
10:00 a.m. and continue until 
5 p.m. at the Arlington Fire 
Department. 

From 10 a.m. - 12 noon, 
Brandi Gibson's voice stu¬ 
dents will be performing. 

At 1:00 p.m., an apple pie 
bakeoff will begin, with the 
beauty pageant beginning at 
3:00 p.m. 

At 4:00 p.m., the youth divi¬ 
sion corn hole tournament 
will start, and at 5:00 p.m., 
the "Arlington's Got Talent” 
talent contest will begin. 

The adult division com hole 
tournament will start at 6:00 
p.m. 

The local band "'those Guys" 
will begin playing at 7:00 
p.m. 

The city council is excited 
about this event, and they in¬ 
vite everyone to attend the 
festival. 

In the final bit of business, 
the second reading of the tax 
rate ordinance was passed. 
With there being no other 
business, the meeting was ad¬ 
journed.

Dear Editor: 

I Returned home in mid-June 
2011 (Western Ky.) after 
being gone from the State for 
20+ years Even longer from 
Carlisle Co. (40+ years). I 
Graduated from Carlisle Co. 
High School in 1964. My 
Daddy was a “pillar of the 
community" A merchant in 
Bardwell, and probably one 
of the Richest men in the Co. 
I recently came to Carlisle 
Co. (Feb. 4th 2012) to visit 
one of my best friends I had 
in high School, in the last 6 
months I had contacted or 
tried to all of my closest 
friends I had in that era, only 
one called back. There were 
151 in my graduating class. 

As I drove to Carlisle, I no¬ 
ticed Lovelaceville had im¬ 
proved slightly, From what I 
remembered (it always 
looked a little rough to me). 
Cunningham appeared much 
the same, with the exception 
of the school being gone and 
the store at the caution light 
had changed. Scott's corner 
didn't exist anymore (my first 
grade teacher lived a short 


distance from there. Ms. 
Birdie DeJarnatt. Clyde 
Brown's house was still 
standing and occupied. 

New Buildings (new to me) 
as I approached the city limits 
of Bardwell . Brand new 
Courthouse-Looks Good- 
Left turn on Adams St. to see 
what the homeplace looks 
like now. Daddy built it in 
1952 ( Billy and Bobby Dunn 
built it ) I think Dad said it 
cost $ 1800 to build the 2 bed, 
1 bath house. We also had 2 
extra lots behind the house , 
one had a fruit tree and 
grapevine area and the other 
had a basketball court ( regu¬ 
lation size w/2 goals) every 
kid in town came to my house 
to play ball. 

The old house had changed a 
whole lot ( it had gotten big¬ 
ger) the fruit trees and basket¬ 
ball court was gone and there 
were 2 houses in their places. 
I drove on down the street to 
where there used to be a little 
grove of trees along side of a 
creek, My childhood friends 
and I had built a tree house in 
a large sycamore tree that 


bordered the creek, every¬ 
thing is gone and replaced by 
more houses. My friends 
were Mike Cosby, Milwain 
Yates, and Stan Turk from the 
neighborhood. 

I drove back to Hwy 62 and 
turned left toward town , my 
grade school (old Bardwell 
High School) to the right of 
college St. was gone save for 
the gym, which had a store in 
it ,then drove down to Hwy 
51 to the hangout that used to 
be called the "The Grill" but 
it was gone also. I think the 
original bldg, is still standing 
empty. Turned left, the "Rock 
House Restaurant" which has 
been replaced by a "Hucks" 
C-store, The Sinclair Station 
is gone along with Beardsley 
Chevy only the maintenance 
shop bldg, remains. This is 
starting to get depressing, got 
to the only traffic light in 
town turned right to main St. 
Oh my looks like a war zone, 
What happened!, Carlisle 
Hardware. Gone, Railroad 
Depot gone, and the main 
drag all but gone. The resi¬ 
dential area behind The Bap¬ 


tist Church, Deplorable, and 
Looks like they are tearing 
down the Bodkin House and 
Mr. Turk's house is gone. 

My other friends in high 
school were, Tommy Red¬ 
dick, Granville Thomas 
(Granville was the only re¬ 
spondent to my earlier calls) 
So I have to assume that out 
of my 5 friends he is the only 
survivor . He hadn't changed 
too much, his hair was a dif¬ 
ferent color (grey) and he had 
gotten a little chubby but I 
still recognized him. 

Even though I have retired 
and laid my brushes down I 
thought that if anyone had 
photographs of Bardwell dur¬ 
ing the 50's and 60's and 
would let me borrow them 
that I would do a series of 
paintings for an art show one 
more time, as I remember.

For Children Born After 1980, September 11, 2001 was a Loss of Innocence

Each year that I have owned 
the Carlisle Weekly newspa¬ 
per I have always commemo¬ 
rated September 11, 2011, in 
some way and each year it 
seems some aspects of that 
day change with time, but 
some stay the same. This year 
I reflect on the question, 
“Where do we go from here?” 

This week marks the 11 year 
anniversary of the terrorist at¬ 
tacks that changed the world, 
and pushed it into a volatile 
state. I am still relatively 
young, 32 years old. At the 
time of the attacks I was a 21 


year old junior at Murray 
State University. The one 
thing that I remember about 
that crisp, beautiful, sunny 
fall day was the surrealism of 
it all, as the one thought that 
raced through my mind that 
day was, the world will never 
be the same for my genera¬ 
tion - the generation of kids 
bom after 1980. 

I am too young to know any¬ 
thing about the Vietnam War, 
I was born in 1980. Jimmy 
Carter was the President and 
soon President Reagan was 
elected, and the only war that 
our generation knew was the 
Cold War. 


There were no friends or 
family in our community 
being deployed overseas into 
life threatening battle zones, 
and as I became a teenager 
and came close to graduation, 
the choice to go to the mili¬ 
tary wasn’t as tough a choice 
as it is today. You went to a 
base in the United States, or 
overseas and served your 
time and that was that. No 
threat of lives lost, no relative 
fear. 

As we turned the page into 
the 2000’s, little did we know 
that trouble was on the hori¬ 
zon. Our economy was at an 
all-time high as President Bill 


Clinton’s second term came to 
a close, and President George 
W. Bush took the reins and 
ushered America into the 21st 
Century. 

However, on September 11, 
2001, for my generation it 
was the end of good times as 
we knew it, reality was here 
and it hit in a big way at 7:46 
a.m. CST on September 11, 
2001. My generation’s inno¬ 
cence, for the kids who were 
born past 1980, was over as 
we knew it. 

For the first time in our lives 
we felt fear and uncertainty 
on a global level. Suddenly, 
friends who signed up for the 


military before September 
11th, faced the reality of 
fighting and serving in com¬ 
bat zones and the possibility 
of never coming back home. 
For friends and family mem¬ 
bers who still face those fears 
today, unfortunately, it has 
become a way of life for 
younger generations, as those 
wars still rage on today and 
seem to have no real end in 
sight. 

Ronald Reagan once said 
that my generation would see 
the end of times. That re¬ 
mains to be seen, but the fact 
of the matter is, September 
11, 2001, was a turning point 
for our world, a turning point 
that gives my generation the 
real possibility of not seeing 
true world peace during our 
lifetime. 

It’s very similar to the un¬ 
certainties and fears that 
Americans faced on Novem¬ 
ber 22, 1963, when President 
John F. Kennedy was mur¬ 
dered in Dallas, Texas, by an 
assassin’s bullet. The world 
stopped on that day, time 
stood still, and people on that 
day asked the same question 
that I did on September 11, 
2001, and that was, ’’Where 
do we go from here?” 

That answer isn’t easy at all. 
We are constantly faced with 
fear day in and day out. Fear 
generated by media, fear gen¬ 
erated by friends, some fears 
that are real and some fears 
that are made out of paranoia. 


Those fears, unfortunately, 
cannot be controlled. How¬ 
ever, what can be controlled 
is how we treat each other and 
how we can take care of busi¬ 
ness in our own back yard. 

Stop depending on the fed¬ 
eral and local government to 
come and save you and tell 
you what to do and what to do 
next and begin to take care of 
business in your own home, 
and generate an environment 
of kindness, respect and hard 
work to get things done and 
improve your life. Fet that at¬ 
titude spread and become 
contagious. 

That’s the best way that we 
can reclaim our freedoms and 
our innocence that was taken 
on September 11, 2001, and 
get back to those ’’days of in¬ 
nocence" that were felt in my 
generation in the 80’s. 

It’s also the best way to fight 
terrorism. Terrorism feeds off 
fear, and if we are a country 
that teaches to give more than 
it takes and encourages its cit¬ 
izens to get back to a commu¬ 
nity, God based approach, we 
will be a lot better off in the 
long run, and fears will sub¬ 
side. 

So where do we go from 
here??? Funny how that ques¬ 
tion is still asked 11 years 
later. It’s up to us to decide 
our next step as Americans.
